Friday  night* s unidetitlfled  flying  object  over  Southwest  Houston  was  reclassi- 
fied an  IFO  (Identified  flying  object)  Saturday. 

It  turned  out  to  be  a prank  engineered  by  an  ent«prising  Rice  freshman, 
Bob  Vanzant,  a chemical  englnee^g  student. 

Vanzantv  the  son  of  Dr  and  Mrs  Thomas  J.  Vanzant  of  3828  inwood,  mastei^ 
minded  the  launching  of  two  hydrogen-filled  balloons  carrying  six  rallTMid 
flares. 

Vanzant  was  assisted  in  the  hoax  by  David  Beakman,  Dickinson;  James 
DePitts,  Alta  Loma;  Dewayne  Huckaby,  Calumet  City,  HI;  Mike  McFarland, 
West  Palm  Beach,  Fla;  Beau  Jon  Sackett,  Houston;  Harold  Magnus,  Port 
Arthur;  and  John  Triechler,  Midland,  Mich. 

Vanzant  said  the  "saucer"  was  actually  two  hydrogen-filled  balloons  carrying 
an  8-foot  frame  of  wood  and  aluminum  covered  with  aluminum  foil.  Railroad 
flares  were  attariied  to  provide  the  cluster  of  red  lights  reported  by  viewers. 

Newspaper,  radio,  television  and  pdice  switchbcKuds  were  swamped  with 
calls  shortly  aftar  10  PM  Friday  from  Southwest  Houston  residents  who  had 
spotted  the  red  lights  from  the  flares. 

In  its  Saturday  morning  story,  The  Houston  Post  quoted  one  witness,  a Rice 
engineering  student,  as  saying  he  thought  the  object  had  been  launched  from 
a campus  pazidng  lot  by  some  students.

The  "unidentified  flying  ob- 
ject" that  excited  Southwest 
Houston  area  residents'  Friday 
night  was  two  weather  balloons 
rigged  with  railroad  flares  and! 
an  aluminum  foil  reflector. 

The  device  was  put  together 
in  the  room  of  Robert  Vanzant, 
19,  an  engineering  freshman  at 
Rice  University,  Vanzant  said 
he  and  five  other  students  sent 
the  "UFO”  aloft  as  a joke.  ' 

"It  was  really  a great  feeling  ' 
when  it  lifted  off  the  ground. 
We  think  it  came  off  as  a pret^ 
ty  good  joke,"  Vanzant  said. 

He  said  the  device  consisted 
of  two  balloons  about  5V&  feet 
in  diameter,  carrying  a wood 
and  aluminum  frame  about  8 
feet  in  diameter  and  covered 
with  shiny  aluminum  foil. 

He  said  the  hydrogen-filled 
balloons  should  have  climbed 
to  a ^ height  of  "several  thou- 
sand feet”  after  the  railroad 
flares  burned  out. 

"It  should  have  gone  high 


enough  that  the  balloons  burstj 
from  inside  pressure,"  he  said,  j 

Vanzant  said  he  was  assisted 
by  freshmen  engineering  stu- 
dents Mike  McFarland,  Beau 
Jon  Sackett,  • David  Beafbnan, 
James  DeFitts,  Harold  Magnus, 
Dewayne  Huckabay  and  John 
Treichler. 

‘ Switchboards  of  police,  news- 
papers, and  radio  and  televi- 
sion stations  were  flooded  with 
calls  about  a UFO  sighted  short- 
ly after  10  p.m.  Friday  by  resi- 
dents and  motorists  near  the 
Shepherd  Drive-Southwest  Free- 
t way  area.

Only  Tempests 

But  the  government  saysj 
‘‘No  vehicle  other  than  1961 
Tempests  would  be  imperiled; 
at  this  cattle  guard  at  reason- 
able speeds,”  and  asks  that 
General  Motors  be  made  a third- 
parfy  defendant. 

U.S.  Asst.  Atty.  Clifford  E.' 
Schleusner  said  in  his  petition

No  Ruling  Yet 

The  court  has  not  yet  ruled 
whether  to  make  GM  a third- 
party  defendant,  but  is  expected 
to  do  so  within  several  weeks.; 
Consequently,  no  papers  have 
been  served  on  GM,  and  it  has 
filed  no  rebuttal.
